THE FETE DIEU,

In some Roman Catholic countries, Corpus
Ohristi Day, which falls on the first Tharsday
alter Trinity Sunday, and therefore, during
the present year, on the 20th of June,
is the oceasion ol n great festival known
a8 the Fele Dieu. This is not so generally oele-
brated now as it was in former times, but in all
the cities of Belglum, sod in Marseilles, Avig-
non, and other southern towns of France, the
festival s still observed with a great deal of
gircumstance and pomp. When a sojourner
in one of these cities rises In the morning, it is
with difficulty that he can account for the
almost mirncnlous change which the place has
undergone during the course of the previous
might, The streets, from end to end, are deco-
rated with festoons and garlands of evergreens,
flowere, and variegated paper, sud awnings are
stretched from side to side to protect the
people from the scorching rays of the
sun. A very grotesque effect Is lmparted
te the fronts of the houses, which
are set off by tapestry, coverlets, carpets, and
curtains of all imaginable descriptions, arranged

in fantastic order, Sometimes this task is en-
trusted to the profeseional upholsterer, and then
& very pleasing eflect is given by the taste and
Etem displayed in arranging the hanglogs,

e principal feature of the day i3 to be a pro-
©esdion, which siarts irom one of the chuorches,
about which the people are congregating in
great crowds, To add w0 the hiveliness of the
seene, the bell in every steeple sends forth a
merry peal, acd those who do not iotend to par-
ticipate in the procession are at thelr windows
and doors, to witness the anticipatea pageant.

When the procession 8 arranged in order,
the sound of » drum anucunces ils approach,
and every one Is then on tip-toe, to gain & bet«
ter view than his neighbors. At tue head of
the procession maich the confreries, or benefi-
cial societies, conslsting of men, women and
ohildren, who sumetimes lurn out to the uum:
ber of several hundred, At the bead of eacn
one of these societies. is stationed the principal
ofticer, decorated with mbbons and medals
witbout number. The children form @ very
attraciive feature in this portion of the proces-
gion, They are dressed in simple white muslin
with flowery crowns upon their beads, an
their hair hanging about their shoulders 1n
loose curls, Each ope is also provided with a
basket of flowers, decorated with blue ribbons,
Bome ol the ehildren are intended to represent
various charucters. Those boasting of the long-
est haur mio considered Magdalens; olthers re-

resent virging, one of them belng aturcd in
Seep black, with a long crape veil, and bearing
on her bosom o large black hearl, wansdxed
with silver darts; while four boys usually repre-
sent the four evangelists, by ditigently writing
as they go, in large books, with old-fashioned

ns of reed.

Following Lhe mogle come the monastic and
secular olergy, with bere and there a band of
musle, Near the end appesrs u choir of girls
attired very elegantly wn tarletan dresees an
lovg vells, and set off by crowns. Last of all
comes the priest of bighest rank, carrying the
Holy Bacrament, and walking under a gorgeous
©anopy, (0 whioh gold, silk, velvet, and feathers
Jend ail their numerous charmes, Burrounding
the bearer of the cousecrated Hest are cardi
mnals and priests in splendid dresses, and white-
robed acolytes, who il the air with clouds ol
incense from the censers which they swing ln
their bands. As the cauopy and 118 surround-
ings approach, the people run forward, and
cast belore it bmskets of poppies and other
flowexs, and then fall devoutly on their knees
as the Sacrument 1s bore pust them, the clergy
meanwhile ohaning the Litany fn deep and
solemn straine.

This atiractive procession marches through
the principal streetd of the town, and then
retarns to the church from which it started, the
latter being gally decorsted and liuminated for
the occasion. As tbe procession enturs, the
organ sends forth s loudest peals, to the
sccompaniment of (rompones, drums, and
ophicleides; and, amid ull fthis melodions
uproar, the Hoat is restored to ils accustomed
place on the high altar,

To some extent, the ceremonies connected
with the Fete Dieu are kept up throughout the
week, the poor children of the town muntain-
ing at the sireet corners little tables, covered
with napkine apd supporting some lighted
tapers and a few plaster images of the Virgin
Mary or some of the saints, A the people puss,
the children ery out, “Do not forget the lulle
ehapel.” Thede tables, or chapels, as the chil-
dren siyle them, are relies of former days, In
which it was the custom for the procession to
balt at gally decorated chapels on the Hoe of
march, and there oclebrate the mass in the
open air. 1o this couniry, the doy is duly ob-
sérved as a holiday by the Cathelic portion of
tne populstion, but no such scenes are wit-
nessed ag ocour every year in Belglum and the
south ol France,

THE STORY OF AN ACTRESS.
DEJASET AT BEVENTY-VIVE YEAHLS OF AGH,

The skotoh of Dejaset in the Junes number of
the h'n!uri;lwill bo read with great interest,
even by those who were not before aware of
her prominence on the French ﬂnqa. Although
now seventy-five yeays of age, only half a den-
tury of which time she has been on the stage,
ghe is still received with the greatest kindness
by the Parisians, who make of her an aspeocial
pet.  This popularity is somewhat due to her
amiability, her liberal charitios, and her strict
professional integrity.

She is the founder of a gpecial type of char-
acter on the French st:Fv, known as the
Digjazet woubrette. 'The writer in the (alary
BAYRi—

“The French soubretle is a very different and
a very superior being under any circumstances,
but it was Dejazot who Brst conoelyed the ides
of elevating her considerably above the French
standnrd, as she found It fifty yeats ago. At
the outset of her carcer it was evident that ahe
had rezolved to relleve at least her own roles
from thelr welght of heavy humor, and to deco-
rate them with all the delizney and lightness
which they could properly recelve, EBhe wos so
successiul In this codeavor, with charmoters
already necepted by and fam\liar to the publie,
that in u short time she bad persuaded many of
the beet anthors of the day to remodel thelr
works to barmonize with her mew mterprota-
tions, and, le'l‘ﬂ!ntlj', to write with exclusive
view to the development of the new iand capti-
vating #tyle she had established.

“Dajazet’s first appearance (as an Infant phe.
nomenon) was st a litle theatre io the Boule-
vard des peines, the existence of which is
now slmest forgotten. Intelligent foreweners
lounging Inert in the court yard of the Grand
Hotel, absorb their indifferent fine ehampagne
nt exorbitant prices upon almost the precise
spot where the debufanfe of five yenrs received
her fr 1 appluuse, At thal period there were
themtres in Pamla exclusively devoted to the
trainive of children,. sand into one of these the
little Virginle was pregently admitted, One
year later she attracied notfee by her piguant
imitation of Madame Belmont's a{‘ﬂurz in
Fanchon la Vielleuge (the popular vaudeyille of
the hour), and ego pleasantly recommended

herself 1w thal finfluentisl  ladys favor,
thet she was, without wuch delay, trans-
ferred to Madame Belmont's own theatre,

the Vaudeville, Here [she achieved distinction
by her performance of the chief of the fairiea
in ke S.eeping Beauty; and Parls was enjoying
to the ntmost her mfantile inwe and intelli-
pence, and busying itself with predictions of
her foture renown, when eunddenly a violent
illness, the consequence ot over-exertion, com-
pelled her to relingquish ber meiropolitan en-
pagements, and content hersell with oceasional
duties In the less exigent provinces,

“The theatre-loving populace is flickle, and
requires to have ite memory pprgetunllv probed,
Virginie, absent, roon lost the place she had so
easily gained, Her name did not resume its
Eromiueuce in the capital until, T think, some

fteen years later, when the Gymuase Theatre
wes established.”

Déjazet enjoyed a successful career at this
theatre for a considerable time, but anew style
of plays, unfitted for her, was introduced, and
she withdrew to the old Théitre des Nouvean-
tés, where she won fresh popularity. In 1832
she assisted at the infancy of the Palais Royal,
where for ten or twelve years she attained a
most brilliant popularity. Her sway was un-
limited. The dramatic anthors exhausted
their invention and regearch in the effort to

rovide for her new plays. Bhe then trans-
erred her services to the Variétés, alternating
afterwards with the Vaudeville, maintaining
—in spite of her advanced age—her incontes-
table superiority in her own peculiar range of
characters,

The writer in the (Galary gives an account of
his firat impressions of Dejazet’s acting, re-
ceived when he saw her several years ago.
She was then over gixty, He says:—

“On the evcnln%oin quesiion Dejazet’s recep-
tion wns an eévent to be remembered. Her first
step upon the seene was the sigual for loud out-
cries of welcome, not only from orchestra and
parterre, but also from the more decorous
boxes, whenoe proceeded shrill feminme tones
agrecably diversifying the chorus. Hats an
handkerchiefs were waved, and for five minutes
the business of the stage was suspended In order
that {he audience might have its jubllee out,
And when quiet at last returned, it was curious
to observe how the house comtinued to beam
with silent, though not less expressive, delight
at the reappearance of the dear old favorite, On
all sides little phrases of compliment and en-
dearment were murmured:—'What grace |
‘Younger than every ‘Well done, pelite;® ‘Ah, la
malione.’ Pleasautly conrelous of tﬁe favor
luvighed upon ber, she glided through the repre.
sentation with troly asionlshing elasticity and
buoyancy, Herattitudes and movements were
hterally like those of 8 young girl. Her face,
closely viewed, betrayed ad vancing age—but by
no means to the exlent that would have been
expected, Her eyes Aashed as brilliantly as those
ol her youngest supporters upon the stage: and
I am sure that few of them could rival her liithe
and supple form. Altogeihier her appearance
was that ol & woman about thirty-five,

“It Is difficult to believe that her acting conld
ever have been more thoronghly artistic, The
limid flirtationg of Bernard, his Innocent wicked.
ness, his immature attempls at gallantry, the
affected bravery of his soldier lfe, thejnun:ly
endeavors to prove himself a man of the world,
and the mischievous persistonce of bis last love
suit, were all expressed with inimitable grace
and bumor, The faculty of mventivg impromptu
bj-pll{,’ always one of ner best gifis, was
everywliere conspicucus, and was recognized at
each newJ)oint by bursts of lsughter and ap-
plause, ©f course it was incvitable that st cer-
lain moments some evidence of time's ghanges
should assert lisell; but even these were made
the occasion for demonstrations of encourage-
nent and good-will, When about to sing a
rather diflicult song. she would advance to the
rampe, nod ssuecily, us if to say, *You think I
cant do §t. but you shall see,’ then pinckily
assutl her bravuras, comically tripping among
the tortuous cadenzae, and st the end receive
her applavge with an odd Hitleeir of pride, indi-
caling entire Indifference a8 (o the lost notes,
or perhaps & satisfled conviction thet everything
had gone better than she had expected or the
publie deserved, 1 really belfeve the sudience
eried *brava’ quite us hearllly in jocose scknow-
ledgment of her pretty vanities as in apprecia-
tion of her innumerable cbarms and graces,

“I have sinee lost fow opportunities of wit-
nessing Dejazel's performances, and, within my
own recollecton, | find vo change in her., Her
exuct wge is nowbere recorded, but, judging
from the date of herfivet appearance, she must
now be about seventy-five.  Faney thal, young
eomedians of Fngland and America, who fade
away nud retire—either iuto obscurity or a new
line” of business—~at ball bher age !  And still
the same jocund spirit, the rame combined
dolutiness mnd breadih of style, the same
exuberant versatility as at the commencement

ol ber history. Like Ninon de 'Enclos, she wiil
have her lovers at ¢ighty.”
